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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Superintending School Committee of the town of Canaan submit 
the following Report: 


DISTRICT NO. 1....STREET. 


Whole number attending Summer term, 82; average, 22; length of 
school, 12 weeks. "Whole number attending Winter term, 28; average, 
20; length of school, 7 8-11 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Mary A. George. Miss George 
has had several years’ experience in teaching; is a thorough scholar, and 
labors faithfully to perform her duty, both in and out of the school-room. 
She aims to impart in a thorough manner solid and enduring knowledge, 
and meets with good success. "We have no where attended more satisfac- 
tory examinations than in Miss George’s school. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Royal M. Cole. Mr. Cole, per- 
haps, was not altogether adapted to the wants of this school; yet we are 
satisfied he had to labor under adverse circumstances. We fear the mo- 
tives of some of the larger scholars in attending the school were not alto- 
gether free from suspicion, while, at the same time, the character and 
conduct of the school depends very much on the influence this class exerts 
on the younger members. If Mr. Cole failed to gain the good will of the 
scholars, or resorted to means that, under other circumstances, might be 
of doubtful utility, still we are unable to discover that he could have taken 
any other course without discredit to himself and injury to the best inter- 
ests of the district. We think this teacher endeavored to faithfully pert 
form his duty, and if he in any measure failed, it was not owing to a want 
of zeal on his part. Several of the large boys left before the close of the 
term; yet the examination at the close was quite as satisfactory as could be 
expected under the circumstances. The school was visited by the Pruden- 
tial Committee and several others of the district.

DISTRICT NO. 2.... FACTORY VILLAGE. 


Whole number attending the Summer term, 59; average, 37; length of 
school, 14 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Miriam EH. Smith. The only 
drawback to the complete success of this school was the very irregular at- 
tendance of the scholars. Miss Smith has had much experience in teach- 
ing, is a finished scholar, and one of the very best teachers in the town. 
This teacher seems to govern without apparent effort, and is determined 
without being severe. This school was characterized by the strictest order, 
and the scholars gave a good account of themselves at the examination. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Amos J. Blake. The school was 
visited by the Prudential Committee and several others. The order in this 
school was not quite so good as might be desired; but when we take 
into account the fact that this is the largest school in town, composed of 
many small scholars, much allowance should be made. At the closing 
examination we at once discovered that the teacher and scholars had made 
‘common cause,” and worked together with commendable zeal, both in 
and out of school. With such devotion, together with Mr. Blake’s excel- 
lent qualifications for teaching, entire failure is out of the question. This 
school is furnished with a set of Fowle’s Outline Maps, which we consider 
of more value to the school than ten times their cost. The examinations 
in Geography, Grammar and Philosophy were very satisfactory. 


DISTRICT NO. 3....POOR FARM DISTRICT. 


Whole number attending the Summer term, 18; ayerage, 10; length of 
school, 10 weeks. Whole number attending the Winter term, 13; length 
of school, 8 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Emeline Clough. This school is 
small and backward. The teacher seemed to understand her duties, and 
the progress made was quite satisfactory. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Caleb N. Homan. This was Mr. 
Homan’s first effort at teaching. There is but little attended to in this 
school but reading and spelling. The progress made was as good as we 
usually find in schools of this grade. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Average attendance during the term, 9; length of school, 18 weeks. 

In this district there was but one term during the year, taught by Lizzie 
M. Doton. Miss Doton has had considerable experience in teaching, and 
,we found her school in good condition. The teacher appeared to be anx- 
ious to do her duty, and the classes in Arithmetic and Grammar made 


good improvement. 
» DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Whole number of scholars, 14; average attendance, 12 17-60; length 


of school, 11 weeks. 
This district also had but one term during the year, taught by Miss 
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Georgiana Harris. This was the first effort also of Miss Harris, who is 
quite young and somewhat diffident; yet her school was characterized by 
good order, and there was good progress made, particularly in Arithmetic. 
There is good reason to believe that Miss Harris will make a very useful 
teacher. 

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Average attendance during the term, 5; length of school, 7 weeks. 
The Summer term was taught by Sarah M. Tilton. This school also 

appeared well, and there was good improvement made in all the studies 
pursued. The discipline in this school was excellent. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Orissa Wilson. Miss Wilson has 
taught in this town for several years, and we consider her a very successful 
teacher. She holds the reins of government with a firm yet gentle hand, 
and always succeeds in interesting her scholars in their studies. This 
school has not yet closed, but is doing well. 


DISTRICT NO. 7....DEPOT DISTRICT. 


In this district there are two schools, the larger of which has been 
taught, both Summer and Winter terms, by Miss Mary 8S. Hall. These 
schools were very satisfactory, being characterized by good order, syste- 
matic and thorough instruction—a commendable interest in every thing 
that contributes to render a school a complete success. Good reviews were 
given in the various branches pursued, which were conclusive evidence 
that the labors of the teacher had not been in vain. 

Whole number attending Summer term, 85; average, 253; length of 
school, 10 weeks. Whole number attending Winter term, 46; average, 
85; length of school, 9 weeks. e 

The Summer term of the Primary Department was taught by Miss 
Lizzie M. Doton. The appearance of this school was quite satisfactory. 
As it is composed entirely of small scholars we could hardly expect to find 
them altogether so quiet as children of more advanced years; yet fair 
progress was made, and, so far as we can learn, the school was satisfactory 
to the district. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Sarah M. Tilton. We consider 
this a very useful term of school. The teacher was both competent and 
faithful, and the school made good improvement while under her care. 

Average number attending during the term, 264; length of school, 10 
weeks. Average attendance during the Winter term, 24 3-5; length of 
school, 9 weeks. 

DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Whole number of scholars attending the Summer teria 9; length of 
school, 9 weeks. Whole number attending the Winter term, 18; average, 
11; length of school, 10 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Emily C. Jones. Miss Jones is 
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quite young, and this was also her first effort at teaching; but she showed 
both natural and acquired fitness for her work. This school was charac- 
terized by quiet demeanor, industrious, habits and love of learning. From 
unavoidable circumstances the committee visited this school but once dur- 
ing the term. The appearance of the school was creditable to both teacher 
and pupils, and, we believe, generally satisfactory to the district. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Alvin Davis. Mr. Davis is a resi- 
dent of the district; has taught several terms in town. His efforts in this 
school were successful. We found some very interesting scholars in this 
school; and the examination at the close was excellent—showing that the 
scholars were still governed by those habits of industry and perseverance 
that we have so often noticed in our former visits. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Whole number attending the Summer term, 8; length of school, 8 
weeks. Winter term not yet closed. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Lizzie M. Hadley. This was 
Miss Hadley’s second term of school in this town, and, like most other be- 
ginners, she was obliged to enter a small school. It seems to us that it is 
impossible to feel that interest in so few scholars which is necessary to call 
out their capacity for teaching. To be confined all day in the school-room 
with six or eight scholars, is a temptation to indifference and inactivity 
which few are able to resist. Miss Hadley has fine educational qualifica- 
tions, and, with more experience, may make a useful teacher. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Jersine EH. Farnum. At the com- 
mencement of the school it appeared well, and all seemed interested in 
their work; but, as the school has not yet closed, we can not say what 
progress has been made. 

DISTRICT NO. 10....PATTEE DISTRICT. 

Whole number attending the Summer term, 15; average attendance, 12; 
length of school, 10 weeks. Whole number, Winter. term, 13; length of 
school, 9 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Mrs. H.S. Tilton. Mrs. Tilton has 
been a teacher for quite a number of years, and no doubt has done good 
service in the cause of education. At the closing examination of this 
school it was very evident that this teacher had the faculty of interesting 
the children and storing their minds with useful knowledge. The progress 
made by the smaller scholars was quite satisfactory; but, as most of the 
larger ones were absent, we can not speak for them. We consider it no 
disparagement to Mrs. Tilton when we say that, in our judgment, the 
most useful portion of her life, as a teacher, has passed, and that she has 
now arrived at that age where nature requires more quiet than is found in 
the duties of the school-room, which are always toilsome and oftentimes 
perplexing. We do not intend to intimate that she does not possess a clear 
and vigorous intellect, and a mind well stored with useful knowledge. 
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The Winter term was taught by Lizzie M. Carr. In consequence of 
some of the scholars being taken sick with the scarlet fever, this school 
closed before the term had expired. The committee visited the school but 
once, and at that time found it ina prosperous condition. This school 
stands very high in respect to its deportment, and in some branches it con- 
tains some of the most advanced scholars in town. So far as we can learn, 
this teacher gave general satisfaction. 


DISTRICT NO. 11....WEST CANAAN DISTRICT. 


Whole number attending the Summer term, 382; average attendance, 26. 
Winter term, whole number, 39; average, 29. Length of each term, 10 
weeks. 

This school, for the most of the time for the past two years, has been 
poorly managed, and the scholars suffered to take their own course till in- 
subordination became rampant and confusion complete. But this year all 
has been changed. Miss Frances R. Currier has taught both Summer and 
Winter terms, and has brought order out of chaos, and quiet out of con- 
fusion. Miss Currier is an excellent teacher in every sense of the word. 
She also governs without labored effort, and all her scholars seem to love 
and respect her. The result was, we were enabled to attend, with some of 
the parents, an excellent examination. The scholars proved that they had 
been thoroughly drilled in their various studies. A village of the enter- 
prise and number of scholars which this district has, should not suffer its 
school to languish for want of interest. 


DISTRICT NO. 12....SAWYER-HILL DISTRICT. 


Whole number attending the Summer term, 12; whole number attend- 
ing the Winter term, 12; average, 8. ' 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Ednah Jones. Miss Jones was 
another young teacher, this being her first experience in the business; but 
she showed that she possessed natural as well as acquired abilities for her 
work. The order in this school was good, and the scholars appeared to be 
interested in their studies and made good improvement. This teacher re- 
marks, in her Register, that ‘‘there appears to be a lack of interest among 
the people of this district in regard to the school, and that the scholars are 
faithful to follow the example of their parents.” 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. A. EH. Miner. The committee 
visited this school at the commencement, and it appeared to be doing well. 
This teacher, after keeping a few weeks, was obliged to leave on account 
of ill health. After some three weeks’ vacation he returned and finished 
the school. But as the committee had no notice of the time it closed, of 
course the school was not visited the second time. Mr. Miner is a fine 
scholar, but does not enjoy very good health. In his Register, he remarks 
that, ‘owing to the shortness of the term, and the indifference of the 
scholars, as well as the parents, in regard to their punctual attendance, all 
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attempts to improve the school were nearly fruitless. Not more than three 
or four scholars attended regularly through the term.” 


DISTRICT NO. 18. 

Whole number of scholars attending, 8; length of school, 12 weeks. 

There was but one term in this district, taught by Miss Sarah C. Rich- 
ardson. This was a very small school, and on at least two visits of the 
committee, there were only three or four scholars present. Miss Richard- 
son appeared to do the best she could with the material she had to work 
with. But there is such a monotony attending the duties of a teacher 
under such circumstances, that there is no wonder that they should some- 
times feel their task to be irksome and almost fruitless. We think the 
school under as good improvement as could be expected. 


DISTRICT NO. 14....WEST-FARMS DISTRICT. 

Whole number attending the Summer term, 16; average number, 12; 
length of school, 12 weeks. "Whole number attending the Winter term, 
19; average attendance, 12 45-54; length of term, 10 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Abbie C. Cochran. Miss Coch- 
ran possesses much energy and force of character, and does her work as 
though she were in earnest. There are some excellent scholars in this 
school, and, at the examination of the various classes, they acquitted them- 
selves with great credit—showing that they had been interested_in he 
studies, and that their time had been well improved. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Nathan H..Withington. This 
school had been keeping some two weeks before the committee were noti- 
fied. When we visited the school it appeared about the same as we usually 
find it—quiet and respectful. But we were not favorably impressed with 
the appearance of the teacher. After the school had kept a few weeks the 
scarlet fever broke out in this district, and almost all the scholars were 
obliged to leave the school. As there were only three or four scholars able 
to attend, by the advice of the Prudential Committee and others, the 
teacher left: so of course the committee did not visit this school the sec- 
ond time. We have made inquiries of those in the district who are well 
qualified to judge, and it is our opinion, so far as the teacher is concerned, 
that the school was a complete failure. 


DISTRICT NO. 15. 

Whole number of scholars, 11; average, 94; length of school, 20 
weeks. 

This school was taught by Miss Belinda M. Stevens. Here we found 
all that makes a good school. The order was excellent, and Miss Stevens’ 
mode of teaching is clear and concise, and she seems to understand that 
thoroughness is essential to good scholarship. At the review, the scholars 
gave a good account of themselves, and some of them will rank among 
the best in town. We regard Miss Stevens as one of our most successful 
teachers. 
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DISTRICT NO. 16. 


Whole number of scholars the first term, 6; average, 54; Whole num- 
ber, Winter term, 9; average, 7 31-55. Length of Summer term, 8 
weeks; of Winter term, 10 weeks. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Pamelia T. Smiley. This is 
also a young teacher, and her first school. The school is also composed of 
small scholars, and few in number. The improvement was very satisfac- 
tory, and the teacher gave us good evidence that she was capable of man- 
aging a much larger school than this, and more advanced scholars. 

Winter term taught by Arabella M. Davis. This was also the first 
effort of Miss Davis in teaching. She is quite a good scholar, and had as 
good success as the average of new beginners, yet we presume she will 
discover some things that can be improved upon in her next effort. 


DISTRICT NO. 17....GOOSE POND DISTRICT. 


Whole number of scholars, Summer term, 17; average, 164. Winter 
term register not returned. Summer term taught by Miss Orissa C. Wil- 
son. lLength-of school, 8 weeks. 

This school was very satisfactory, being characterized by good order, 
systematic and thorough instruction, and a lively interest in its prosper- 
ity. The result was an excellent examination at the close, attended by 
some of the parents of the scholars, which goes to show that they feel an 
interest in the welfare of the school. Miss Wilson has been employed 
several times in this town, which is good evidence that her abilities are 
appreciated. Winter term taught by Miss Abbie C. Cochran. We vis- 
ited this school at the commencement, and it appeared well. There was 
quite an addition to the school of large scholars, who did not attend the 
Summer term. We heard some very gvod reviews in arithmetic and 
geography, but grammar is almost entirely neglected. We understand 
Miss Cochran left this school before the term closed, but for what reason 
we have been unable to learn; and having had no notice of the closing of 
the school, we therefore can not speak of the progress made. . 


DISTRICT NO. 18.... BEECH CORNER DISTRICT. 


This district has good’reason to be proud of its school. Both terms 
were taught by Miss Laura A. Plummer. The discipline of this school 
was excellent, and the aim of the teacher was to make the scholars 
understand the principles of the sciences they studied; and the examina- 
tions,of the classes in arithmetic and grammar showed she had labored to 
some purpose. There are several scholars in these branches as good as 
any intown. Theexperience and untiring labors of Miss Plummer have 
enabled her to give the cause of education the right direction in this school.

DISTRICT NO. 19....FARNUM’S DISTRICT. 

Register not yet returned. 

There was but one term in this district, which was taught by Miss Abbie 
©. Cochran. Miss Cochran has had considerable experience in teaching, 
is a good scholar, and always seems to take a lively interest in her schools. 
But we think, in her anxiety to accomplish a great deal in a short time, 
she sometimes hurries the scholars over more ground than is consistent 
with thoroughness. In this district, there is a feeling of contention be- 
tween some of the parents, which has for some time contributed to lessen 
the usefulness of the school. "Whenever one of the pupils ventures to ex- 
press an opinion in favor of any teacher, it is a signal for the others to 
take the opposite ground; and just so long as this state of things exists 
the result in the school will be the same. 


DISTRICT NO. 20....GATES DISTRICT. 


Whole number attending Summer term, 11; length of school, 10 weeks. 
Winter term not closed. The Summer term taught by Miss Lizzie M. 
Cass. 

We found this school in good condition, and making good progress in its 
studies. Several circumstances prevented us from visiting this school but 
once during this term. Miss Cass appears to be one of those teachers who 
feels that she is in some degree responsible for the morals of her pupils, as 
well as the progress they make in their various studies. Her steady habits 
and pious example can not but exert a good and lasting influence upon the 
minds of the children. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Arabel Hadley. This is Miss 
Hadley’s second term in this district, which is good evidence that they 
were well satisfied with her abilities and mode of teaching. We visited this 
school but once, and found it every thing we could desire. It has some 
weeks yet to keep, but we have no doubt both teachers and scholars will 
give a good account of themselves at the close. 

DISTRICT NO. 21. 

Whole number attending the Summer term, 9;-average attendance, 6; 
length of school, 103 weeks. 

This school was taught by Miss Orinda T, Hayward. After keeping 
four weeks, she was obliged to suspend the school on account of sickness 
among the children. She commenced again in September, and finished 
the term. This is asmall school, and composed mostly of small scholars, 
whose studies are chiefly rudimental. Under such circumstances, with an 
average of only six scholars, it would be hardly fair to judge of a téacher’s 
capacity for teaching. . 


From the foregoing review of the schools we gather the following sug- 
gestions: There has been a decided improvement in the character of quite 
a number of the schools. We think, with the exception of three or four, 
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they have given satisfaction to their respective districts ; and in no case has 
there been any serious difficulty or interruption of the schools, except 
that which has been caused by sickness of either the teacher or scholars. 
The teachers have generally sustained good examinations, and proved 
efficient as practical instructors. Too few of the Prudential Committees 
and citizens have visited the schools, there having been only eighteen visits 
by the committees, and three hundred and fifty by others. Twenty-two 
female and six male teachers have been employed, and of these only seven 
were beginners. We would also call your attention to some improvements 
that should be made in our schools. In those districts that now have poor, 
old school-houses, they should at once build new and good ones. All the 
associations of the school-room should be pleasant, and both parents and 
teachers should strive to make them so. Now how can this be in old, 
dilapidated school-rooms, so shattered as to afford but a poor protection 
against the rain in summer; and in winter, while the thermometer is at 
zero, on the back seats, the less favored pupil, on the front seat, is suffer- 
ing in an atmosphere heated to an hundred degrees. Next in import- 
ance to this is the requiring of your children to attend school punctually. 
The scholar that is tardy and often absent from school soon loses all inter- 
est in his studies, while, at the same time, he is forming habits that will, 
in a greater or less degree, destroy his usefulness in future life. Out of the 
large number of children who have attended our public schools the past 
year, not more than fifty have been every day duringasingleterm. Your 
scholars, in youth, are forming habits for life. And what are the elements 
that go to make up a successful life? Are they not diligence, persever- 
ance, energy, and a strong determination to accomplish something noble 
and good in the world? Then make them practice these virtues in their 
youth, and they will love them in their riper years. ‘* What considerate 
man,” says Edward Everett, ‘‘can enter a school and not reflect with awe 
that it isa seminary where immortal minds are training for eternity ? What 
parent but is, at times, weighed down with the th ought that there must be 
laid the foundation of a building which will stand when not merely tem- 
ple and palace, but the perpetual hills, and the adamantine rocks on which 
they rest, have melted away !—that a light may there be kindled which 
will shine not merely when every artificial beam is extinguished, but when 
the affrighted sun has fled from the heavens!”
